Then a lightbulb went on over some- 
one's head and they decided to try and 
make a road race out of it, Using most of 
the big back oval and the back half'of the 
smaller circle, they came up with a 3500 
foot, C-shaped course, featuring two 
buttonhook turns and zero straightaway. 

On this daring, novel course the top 
contenders for the AMA Grand National 
Championship tide met to do battle on 
June 23 and for a while there, it looked 
like a Triumph track.

SUBJECT: Competition Bulletin #10, 
May 29, 1968, by Jules Horky, 
AMA Director of Competition 


The Lancer’s Motorcycle Club is very 
much upset about the outlawing of com- 
pression releases in Class C Competi- 
tion races, Our reasons are as follows: 

The majority of riders are against this 
ruling. You state that **there have been 
a few field installations of..,compres- 
Sion releases..." This is not correct, 
90% of the 2-stroke riders have been 
racing with compression releases, 


Flywheel brakes and caliper brakes 
are not in the same category as com- 
pression releases. Brakes on racing 

' bikes are dangerous. Calling a com- 
pression release a ‘‘brake’’ implies 
that it is dangerous. BUT, a compres- 
Sion release is not a brake, nor is it 
dangerous. 


Outlawing compression releases is 
dangerous in short track racing. When 
coming into a turn, the 4-stroke bikes 
will slow down rapidly when the throt- 
tle is released. The 2-stroke bikes will 
be unable to slow down, therefore, they 
will be in danger of either running into 
the back of someone, or going out of 
control. The consequences are obvious. 


This ruling is discriminatory against 
2-stroke machines, Itis discriminatory 
because it increases danger to the 2- 
stroke rider without any compensatory 
advantages to him. 


A.M.A, policy is not representative, A 
democratic governing body should not 
have the power to make laws affecting 
the well-being of the governed when: 
a) the consensus of the governed is not 
considered, and b) there appears to be 
little recourse by the governed. 

With regard to recourse... 

We are first writing to you tostrongly 
urge that there be a moritorium on your 
ruling and that riders continue past 
practices until October when the Com- 
petition Congressmeets, Before Octo- 
ber, we would like to have an A.M.A, 
report fully explaining the reasons for 
this ruling. This report should be made 
available to all members so that those 
opposing the ruling can formulate an 
opinion and contact their representative 
before the convention. ` 

We would appreciate hearing from yo: 
as soon as possible,

Surprises were in store for the old- 
timers who showed up for the season's 
second running at San Angelo, Texas 
(*Where Road Racing Began in the 
Southwest’’). on June 16, Although the 
previous day’s rain left the racers to 
contend with steadily-receding puddles 
of water (by now a tradition at San An- 
gelo), events soon moved off the beaten 
track, 

First of all, after spending most of the 
200cc Production race catching and pass- 
ing John Walker's 175cc Honda, Jim 
Schwartz (180 Yamaha) found that his 
clip-on bars were dis-allowed, Thus, 
John moved up to first, Richard Long 
(160 Honda) moved to second, and Willard 
Kelley (125 Yamaha), who spent the race 
making up for a first-lap crash, found 
himself in third place. 

Bennie Campbell seemed to have the 
Open Production race by the tail during 
the early laps, but Rusty Bradley's 350 
Yamaha was pressing him hard, and 
when Bennie's Suzuki 500 over-shot the 
number six hairpinturn, Bradley snatch- 
ed the lead and held it, Jet Tharp (350 
Yamaha) was third, 

Don Gross stepped out of relative ob- 
scurity to win the 100cc Heat race on his 
Yamaha 100. The eight-lap dash was 
marked by a four- way tussle for the lead, 
which lasted until the closing laps when 
Willard Kelley (Yamaha 100) dropped out 
to let Darryl Hurst and Edward Green 
(both on Yamaha 100’s) into second and 
third places, respectively. 

For the first time this year the two- 
stroke domination of the 200cc Class was 
broken, and the man doing the honors was 
Johnny Bryant on the Honda 175 spon- 
sored by Honda Cycle Mart, a perennial 
racing benefactor, of Wichita Falls, 
Texas. Also new up front were George 
Johnson and his Yamaha 180, which 
Placed second, ahead of Bob Hamill 
(175 Bultaco).

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Debbie Selden

Debbie Selden is a pretty, young 16- 
year-old motorcycle racer from Tacoma 
Washington, She began racing motor- 
cycles at the age of 12, competing in 
Powder Puffs for a year anda half before 
entering into sportsman events. She has 
won over thirty trophies, twenty of 
which have been won since she began 
competing on equal footing with the male 
racers two and a half years ago. 

«Тһе faster I can go, the better I like 
it,” Debbie says. “I’m usually the only 
girl racing in the sportsman classes, I 
don’t know of any other girls in the state 
who compete with the men,” 

Debbie decided to enter sportsman 
competition after winning several Pow- 
der Puff races at the Olympia track. 
She also races at Portland, Graham and 
several other tracks in the Northwest. 
Last year Debbie rated second in sports- 
man points at Graham. 

“Tye always had a great desire to 
win," she stated, ‘ but it took a lot of 
experience and helpful advice before I 
began doing it. I listen to good riders 
and watch them race, I consciously study 
riders like Sonny Burres and Emil 
Ahola, for example. My Dad has helped 
me the most, he’s really cool. I can’t 
see the mistakes I make when I’m ina 
race, so he takes movies which we study 
afterwards. I’ve learned a lot this way. 
Lots of riders just followthe leader dur- 
ing a race and then wonder after it’s all 
over why they couldn'tget around. Things 
like this are shown up very clearly in 
movies, 

“Pm getting better as a racer, I used 
to get tired in my arms and shoulders 
from hanging onto the bike so tightly. 
Now I just relax and ride. I take acro- 
batics and tumbling in school and these 
exercises have strengthened my should- 
ers, We also go beach sliding and this 
practice has helped me greatly on the 
tracks,” 

Debbie usually rides a 100 Twin Ya- 
maha which has a custom built, low 
frame constructed for her by her father, 
She does some of her own work on the 
bike and is continually learning how to do 
more, She works at her Father’s motor- 
cycle shop — Cyle Craft in Tacoma, 
Washington — selling parts, cleaning, and 
some office work. 

Motorcycling is not Debbie's whole 
life, though it is certainly a very major 
interest in her life. She is an expert at 
knitting and last September won a knitting 
marathon — knitting 2 complete sweater 
in three and one half hours. She makes 
most of her own clothes and likes to cook. 
At Franklin Pierce High School, she is 
a member of the pep club, a service club 
and a student teacher in physical edu- 
cation, 

* Most of my friends think it's great 
that Irace motorcycles,'* Debbied stated. 
“I have had trouble with boyfriends 
though who couldn’t seem to understand 
my desire to race, I think it’s a wonder- 
ful sport for girls as well as boys. Ifa 
young person has the spirit of competition 
in them, then motorcycling is a great 
sport for them, Even if a person doesn’t 
want to race, it's still a great sport, You 
don't have to go bombing around race 
tracks to have fun ona bíke, you can have 





. fun just putt-putting up into the mountains 


sightseeing.” 

Debbie wants to compete professional- 
ly when she reaches 18 years of age. She 
has sent a petition to the AMA asking for 
a Class C license when she reaches the 
legal age. ** They don't even want to dis- 
cuss it," she said, ““1 don't expect any 
favors on a race track just because Рт 
a girl, It does bother me if someone 
kicks me and puts me down because I’m 
a girl! Some guys resent getting passed 
by a girl during a race. Before I got my 
Bell Star helmet, I used to look back and 
smile and wink at guys as I went around 
them, I don’t know if this surprised them 
or what, but a lot of guys went down when 
I winked at them, 

*[ want to race professionally though 
and I don't really understand why the 
AMA doesn’t want women to compete 
with the men on an equal basis, Women 
compete in many sports. If a person 
really wants to do something and there is 
no physical or metnal reasons why he 
shouldn't do it, then I feel he should be 
allowed to do it, The fact that I’m a girl 
doesn't seem to me to be a good reason 
for barring me from a professional 
license.’’ 

Debbie’s Father, Bob Selden, is Deb- 
bie’s biggest fan and mentor, ‘‘The big- 
gest thing that bothers my wife and me 
about Debbie’s racing is that fact thatso 
many strangers seem to feel that we don’t 
care about Debbie’s safety or we wouldn’t 
let her race with the men. We do worry, 
but this is something she wants todoand 
she has the ability to do it and that 
ability is progressing as she gains ex- 
perience, I’ve always felt that any type 
of organized competition is good in terms 
of keeping a person mentally and physi- 
cally fit. 

**Debbie's not a tomboy. If that began 
happening because she was racing then 
the racing would have to stop. She's a 
girl who likes to race. My wife and I 
worry when she is on the track but the 
feelings of concern are the same as if a 
son were racing. I don't think she will 
ever want to go into the Amateur and 
Expert classes — a 40-incher is a lot of 
bike for a girl to handle — but if she de- 
sires to and has the talent and can get a 
license from the AMA, then my wife and 
I would back her." 

While sales in the motorcycle industry 
were off from 11 to 13 percentlastyear, 
sales at Cycle Craft were up from 25 to 
30 percent, *I believe it's because we 
did such a good parts business," Bob 
Selden stated. ‘‘We stock all the parts 
we can, I used to own and race sports 
cars and some of my experiences with 
getting parts for foreign machinery were 
pretty bitter. I don’t want that happening 
to customers who own our bikes, We rely 
on newspaper ads and yellow pages for 
most of our advertising. We tried radio 
but I believe it to bea deadloss unless it 
is done on an extremely large scale, 

*'This year we will be sponsoring four 
riders including Debbie, We are also 
thinking of sponsoring some sidecar rac- 
es in this area, Debbie wants to ride the 
Sidecar, However, I sponsor the competi- 
tion because I enjoy it. John Q. Public 
supports the business and the racing is 
an enjoyable fringe benefit in my 
opinion," 

Bob Selden also expressed his opinions 
on the current motorcycling legislation 
in the state of Washington, “Personally, 
though it may not be the popular opinion, 
I'm in favor of it," he stated. “I believe 
that it will help sales in the sense that a 
parent will be more inclined to buy a 
machine for his child when he knows 
there are state controls and standards 
being observed and enforced, There are 
some laws which I don't feel are worth- 
while, such as having two mirrors on a 
bike, but these simply got slipped in and 
can be changed in future sessions,Ithink 
the legislation has shaped up helmet 
standards. It bothers people at first to 
have any form of control placed on them, 
but in the long run I think it will help the 
industry.”

Motorcycling is getting more popular 
in Arizona, Figures from the State High- 
way Department reveal that registration 
for the two-wheeled vehicle had jumped 
from 17,349 in 1966 to 20,464 in 1967 or 
an increase of 2,930 in one year. This 
means that one out of 130 Arizonans 
(population — 1,575,000) now rides a 
motorcycle. 

Of course, this number is still peanuts 
compared to California with a 314,000 
registered motorcycles in 1966 and a 
ratio of one motorcycle rider for every 
55 persons. Nevertheless, the Arizona 
figures reveal a trend that will keep on 
through the years. 


Triple Usage 


Arizonans use motorcycles for atleast 
three purposes: for transportation, for 
fun, and for making a living. Of these, 
the largest are those who use it to go 
around. About 40 percent of the students 
at Arizona State University in Tempe, 
for instance, ride motorcycles, This in- 
cludes an increasing number of girls 
who have learned to ride the two- wheeled 
vehicle and who can be seen scooting 
around the campus, mini-skirts and all. 
Because of the large number of motor- 
cycles in the school, theauthorities have 
been forced to provide special parking 
areas for them.

STATUS OF MOTORCYCLING IN ARIZONA. 


For reasons of economy more and 
more employees and workers too are 
using motorcycles to commute between 
their homes and their jobs. 

The average worker in Phoenix lives 
some ten miles away in the suburbs, 
With a car, his bill would be no less 
than $5.00 a week for gasoline to and 
from his work alone, On the other hand, 
if he rides a 90cc motorcycle with a 
range of 100 miles per gallon, he would 
be spending about 63 cents a week only. 

On maintenance he spends practically 
nothing. Motorcycle engines and parts 
are so simple that they rarely have mal- 
functions that could not be straightened 
out by the owner himself. And even if it 
is necessary to visit the repair shop, a 
complete tuneup costs about $6.00 at 
the most. 

The practicality of the two-wheeled 
vehicle for commuting between home 
and office has been demonstrated by 
Arizonans for years, One Phoenix em- 
ployee, for instance, has been riding one 
for the last 20 years. His views may be 
debatable, but he insists a motorcycle is 
not only more economical but actually 
safer than a car if handled properly.For 
proof? He never had a serious accident 
throughout his motorcycling life, 

More and more government offices 
and corporations, too, are using two- 
wheeled vehicles for various purposes.

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Inspection and maintenance men of the 
Arizona Public Highway Department have 
been going around for years on orange- 
painted scooters, They are so many in 
number: that a motorist is likely to meet 
two or three of them onastreetin a day. 


It’s Fun, Too! 


Those who ride for fun also constitute 
a major portion of the motorcycling 
public in Arizona. This group is largely 
composed of hunters, campers, and trail- 
riders who love to explore the deserts 
and wilderness with their machines, They 
also love to organize themselves into 
associations and put up races, road runs 
and other events.

The sport has made 
giant strides and now one out of every 130 
Arizonans rides a motorcycles. 

Incidentally, although the objective of 
this group is only to have fun, it is ac- 
tually split into two factions: the spoke- 
wheel riders and the scooter riders, For 
sometime the spoke-wheel riders have 
dominated the scene, Lately, however, 
there has been an unprecedented increase 
in the number of scooter riders, parti- 
cularly the trail-riding variety. The 
Bearcat Manufacturing Company of 
Phoenix, for instance, which makes the 
*"Twister'' trail scooter, has sold some 
3,000 units to Arizona riders since its 
establishment 6 years ago. 

And speaking about motorcycle sales, 
there are now 33 full-time dealers and 
about 18 repair shops in Phoenix and 
suburbs alone. There are scores more 
in the other cities of the state. 

The professional side of motorcycling 
in the state is provided by the racers. 
There are three principal motorcycle 
race tracks in Phoenix and suburbs. 
They are Manzanita Park Speedway which 
features motorcycle racing every week, 
Beeline Dragway, and Phoenix Interna- 
tional Raceway. There are a number of 
race tracks in Tucson, Yuma, and other 
parts of the state. 


Here Comes The Law 


With the increasing number of motor- 
cyclists in Arizona, state authoritiesare 
showing greater concern for two-wheel- 
ed legislation, This is evidenced by the 
recent passage of State Senate Bill No. 
11 to take effect on January 9, 1969 which 
provides for the licensing of motor- 
cycles, their renting or leasing, and the 
mandatory use of certain equipment by 
motorcyclists, 

The law provides that no person shall 
rent or lease a motorcycle or motor- 
driven cycle to any person unless the 
operator is equipped with protective head 
and face gear. The person renting the 
motorcycle must alsowbe duly licensed, 
a fact that must be verified by the lessor 
by comparing the written signature of the 
person renting the vehicle with that on 
the license, 

The law also provides that the operator 
and passenger of a motorcycle or motor- 
driven cycle shall at all times, while 
operating or riding on such a vehicle, 
wear a protective helmet on his head in 
an appropriate manner safely secured. 

They must also wear protective glass- 
es, goggles, or a transparent face shield 
of a type approved by the commission 
unless the motorcycle is equipped witha 
windshield, In addition, the motorcycle 
must be equipped with a rear-view mir- 
ror and should not have handlebars rising 
more than 15 inches above the level of 
the rider’s seat or saddle,

Doy Davis, slight of stature but'*sayvy^ 
in the saddle, took full advantage of his 
weight advantage and jockeyed his feà- 
therweight Hodaka custom toimpressive 
wins, capturing top points in the 100ес 
motos, Mickey Chiara (Hodaka), who has 
been threatening of late, beat out Harry 
Hayes and his Suzuki in a close battle 
for second position. 


Roloff Rolis it Oñ 


An 11-year-old speed merchant, Earl 
Roloff Jr., handily won his heat race to 
qualify for the 100cc Novice Main Event 
where in spite of the near impossibility 
for him to touch the ground from the 
saddle of his little Yamaha, he got off 
the line in front and never relinquished 
the lead, finishing 75 yards out in front 
of the rest of the pack. 

Incidentally, one of the most closely 
contested races of the program was for 
second place inthis event, Doug Maloney, 
who had gone tail over teakettle in his 
heat race, made the Main Event by virtue 
of a win in semi and entered his hot 
Hodaka into a hub-to-hub conflict with 
Eric Crippa, who was again riding Dick 
Sim's Van Tech Yamaha.

Exciting Open Experts 


Fans were anticipating a slam-bang 
affair in the Open Expert series and 
they were not disappointed. Myron Car- 
ter, present holder of the Number 1 
badge was smarting from a defeat at 
Dehesa two weeks ago and had brought 
his Ascot-rigged Triumph, which is bet- 
ter geared for the Mesa 5/8-mile track, 
and Wayne Hosaka, riding Mike Gar- 
rett’s BSA Gold Star and giving away 
200cc's felt confident, Al Finan riding 
Earl Roloff's custom Triumph was look- 
ing towards a repeat of his clean sweep 
of two weeks ago, John Fishburn was 
back after several weeks absence re- 
minding all that he had won his last effort 
on a San Diego area track. Jim Harmon 
was mounted on Earl Roloff's big Norton 
twin, still looking for his first win inthe 
big bike class. 

The first moto found three of the top 
contenders out with mechanical failure 
— namely Hosaka, Harmon and Finan, 
As Finan was pushing his wheel back to 
the pits with a glum look on his face, he 
noticed that his ‘‘kill switch’’ was short- 
ed out so he corrected it and got back on 
the track but all he could do was finish 
the race to keep in contention. The sec- 
ond moto saw Carter get off to an early 
lead with Finan and Hosaka in hot pur- 
suit. On the third lap, Finan showed
